Of American Dictionary Today

Exactly 177 years ago today the 
father of the American dictionary, 
Noah Webster, was born in West 
Hartford, Conn. He worked on his 
father’s farm while he was prepar- 
ing for Yale where he graduated in 
1778. He then became a teacher in 

a village school and during this 
ime studied law. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1781 but never did 
much as a lawyer. 

In 1885 he published his first 
book, “A Gramatical Institute of 
the English Language.” The volume 
was in three parts, a spelling book, 


a grammar, and a reader. This was 
the first American book in its field 
and because of its useful simpli- 
fication of English spelling and its 
patriotic nature, soon found a place 
in most of the schools of the United 
States. 

Book Supported Family 

During the 20 years in which 
Webster was preparing his famous 
dictionary, his income from the 
spelling book was the chief source 
for the support of his family. Be- 
fore the year 1861 the sale reach- 
ed more than a million copies a

two hours. 

Jack doesn’t know the age of the 
spiders. The male doesn’t mature 
until 11 years of age, when it 
usually dies shortly after. The fe- 
male lives.to be 20 years in some 
instances. The definite age is really 
in doubt, however, these examples 
being isolated cases. 

The fangs which the tarantulas 
use are folded about the head, ex- 
cept in battle when they are open- 
ed. They have eight eyes arranged 
in a little cluster. The legs and 
abdomen are covered with long 
bristles. 

Jack wants it clearly understood 
that his isn’t an act of bravery, 
that there is absolutely no danger 
in handling the spiders. Persons 
who have been bitten suffer more 
from the mental reaction than any- 
thing else. he declared. 


There are a number of similar 
tarantulas in a glass show case in 
the science building in the office of 
J. Russell Bruff, instructor. The 
exhibit is open to all students in- 
terested. 

In case anyone wants to get a 
collection of the creatures they will 
have no trouble because Orange 
county is a choice gathering place. 
A Sunday visitor to Orange county 
park could, if interested, gather a 
goodly collection.

Interpret Penalty 
Signals For 


Rooters 


Attention! All Don football fans. 

What is the meaning of all those 
curious motions and crazy gyra- 
tions that the referee goes through 
during the course of a football 
game? 

These motion, usually made with 
the arms or hands, are not so fool- 
ish as they might seem, for they 
all have a very definite meaning. 
The “ref”? is merely signaling to 
the spectators, coaches, and all con- 
cerned that a penalty has been call- 
ed, the nature of which may be 
learned by interpreting the ac- 
companying signal. 

Hands On Hips 

When the referee has his hands 
on his hips, it means a team is off- 
side. 

When grasping one of his wrists, 
it means a player is holding. 

Pushing movements of the 
refereee’s hands toward the front 
with his arms hanging means crawl- 
ing, pushing, or illegally helping 
the runner. 

When the referee has his arms 
extended forward from the shoul- 
ders, it means interference with a 
receiver of a forward pass or with 
the passer. 

Both of the referee’s arms in an 
horizontal arc in front of his chest 
means a player has been illegally 
in motion 

Both the referee’s arms extend- 
ed above his head means a score has 
been made. 

The waving of his hands above 
his head in a vertical plane is the 
time-out signal.

Webster began his work on the 
great dictionary in 1807 and work- 
ed on it in France and England, 
finishing the manuscript at the 
University of Cambridge. The 
American Dictionary came out in 
1828 in two volumes. It contained 
12,000 words and from 30,000 to 


40,000 definitions that had not ap- 


peared in any earlier dictionary. 
Edition Enlarged 

In 1840 the second edition ap- 
peared and it was corrected and 
enlarged. Webster completed the 
revision of an appendix a few days 
before his death. Since the time of 
the first edition many new versions 
and abridgements have appeared, 
until today the Webster dictionary 
is recognized as the official guide 
to the English language.
